murder 16 persons. 


There were 16—including Grant's 


wife and two 
small 
children — 


aboard 
an 
airliner 
yesterday 


when a crude gasoline bomb was 
discovered in the luggage just be- 
fore the plane was to take off. 


Police Detective Ned G. Logsdon 


said Grant, an aeronautical 
engi- 


neer, admitted in a lengthy state- 
ment that he plotted the death of 
his family to collect $25,000 insur- 
ance and pay up his accumulated 
debts. Detective Jack Gouldstone 
said he will ask issuance of a com- 
plaint charging 
Grant 
with 
16 


counts of attempted murder. 


As investigators d e l v e d 
into 


Grant's tangled affairs — which in- 
clude another woman who says she 
loves him—they said he told them 
his debts include back payments 
for support of an illegitimate child 
in New York.

Mail Delivery

FayetteVillc, April 19 —(/P)— Docs 


Madison county have a moving 
mountain? 


Residents of the little Ozarks 


•community of Crosses say so. And 
Fayetteville residents who have 
gone recently to the comparatively 
isolated section agree with them. 


But State Geologist Harold Fox- 


hall said he was inclined to 
be- 


lieve the condition was a "simple 
landslide." 


Residents of Crosses say a quar- 


ter-mile section of the mountain's 
southeast face is moving 
slowly. 


They haven't seen it move, 
they 


admit, but they say they've heard 
frequent popping noises as if tree 
roots were breaking. 


There's plenty of evidence that 


something has happened 
to the 


landscape, reported Floyd Carl of 
the Northwest Arkansas Timts 


Staff, who visited the scene. 


Carl said trees and rural elec- 


tric power poles were tilted 
at 


•crazy angles, a road had ' been 
twisted into hair pin curves and 
tilted at an impassable angle, and 
there were large earthquake-like 
cracks in the ground. 


At one point the earth dropped 


away, leaving a steep incline 
4 


feet high and 30 feet long. 


The phenomenon first was re- 


ported here by E. H. Looney, man- 
ager of the Ozarks Electric co-op- 
erative, who found one of the co- 
p's poles re-located some 30 feet 
distant from where it had beep. 


Residents of Crosses say 
they 


aren't particularly worried about 
their moving mountain. It's on the 
other side of a stream from them 
and they don't believe they're in 
any danger.

600 Mph Jet 
Bomber Tops 
Army List 


Washington, April 19 — (JP)— 
The 


air force has put a 600-mile - an- 
hour jet bomber at the top of its 
buying list and intends to keep it 
there next year. 


The favored plane 
is 
a 
B-57 


stratojet, which has just begun to 
come off the Boeing aircraft com- 
pany's production line at Wichita, 
Kas. 


Its speed, far above that of the 


B-36 
intercontinental 
bomber, 
is 


counted upon to provide increased 
production against interception by 
fighter planes. 


The jet bomber's range, however 


is only a fraction of that achieve 
by the B-36 with its p i s t o n en- 
gines. 


While the combat radius of the 


B-36 
is listed officially 
at 
5,000 


miles, that of the s t r a t o j e t is 
placed only at "more than 1,000 
miles." 


But the air force is busily try- 


ing to increase the range of the 
faster plane. Besides a d o p t i n g 
more efficient e n g i n e s for the 
craft, it recently ordered an 
ex- 


perimental B-47 e q u i p p e d with 
four engines of greater power than 
the six used on the type now in 
production.

Washington, April 19 — (fP) —The 


possibility of further Soviet-Amer- 
ican air clashes along the uneasy 
front of the cold war in Europe 
is being carefully studied by top 
officials here. 


They are also deeply concerned, 


it was learned today, about 
the 


reasons why the Russians alleged- 
ly shot down a U.S. naval plane 
in the Baltic sea area April 
8. 


They have demanded — but doubt 
they will get — Soviet assurances 
that no such thing will 
happen 


again. 


The demand was set forth in a 


note of protest delivered to Soviet 
Foreign Minister VisHinsky. 


The formal note declared 
that 


the United States government had 
concluded that Soviet fighter planes 
fired on an unarmed navy "Priva- 
teer" over the open sen, and de- 
clared this to be a violation of in- 
ternational law and "peaceful con 
duct between nations."

New Vaccine 
Will Conquer 
Tuberculosis 


Denver, April 19 — (/P) — The 


vaccine, BCG, will whip tubercu- 
losis, says Dr. Edward J. O'Brien 
o£ Detroit, "and somebody has got! 
to raise hell until this country 
wakes up to that face." 


"I guess," he added in an inter- 


view, "that I'm just the guy to do 
it." 


The white-haired Dr. O'Brien, 


one of the nation's top TB 
sur- 


geons, launched a crusade for BCG 
in a speech here before the Amer- 
ican Association for Thoracic Sur- 
gery, of which he is president. 


He told the surgeons their pres- 


ent methods of combatting TB— 
some of which he developed him- 
self — "won't solve the problem 
in a thousand years." 


BCG is the only answer, he de- 


clared, 'and it's amazing that the 
U.S. 
Public Health service 
can't 


see it." 


Dissenting opinions came 
from 


Dr. Robert J. Anderson of the pub- 
lic health service in Washington 
and from Dr. Harry 
J. 
Corper, 


research director of the National 
Jewish hospital here. 


Dr. Anderson said evidence is 


still incomplete as to the effective- 
ness of BCG. 


Dr. Corper, while admitting that 


BCG is a preventive, said he didn't 
think mass vaccinations were jus- 
tified except in countries like In- 
dia, 
or in slum areas ocities like 


New York and Chicago. 


Replying to Dr. Anderson's state- 


ment, Dr. O'Brien said millions 
of people in other countries 
had 


been vaccinated, that BCG 
had 


given immunity to 7 to 90 per cent, 
and that there hadn't been a sin- 
gle report of harmful effects 
in 


20 years.
